The meetings were 
model engagements fo& all grades of otfl- 
cei'.s to remember, copy, and be guided 
by. 

V\\en tlie Day's;Work Is Done. 

We will attempt here to draw aside 
the curtains and reveal a little of the, 
work behind the scenes. Let uo one im- 
agine tliat the day'.s work of the General 
and his Staff finished with the public 
honedictioa, or even that the only im- 
portant object of the campaign was oi! a 
public nature. The work out of sight 
did more, at any rate quite as much, to 
shape the character, inspire the spliit, 
and model the efforts of the immediate 
future of the Army in Australia, as di.i 
the gigantic gatherings in Exhib'.tinu 
Buildings, Town Halls, etc. 

Commissioner Pollard, representing In- 
ternational I'leadCLuarters as well as the 
General, on the tour, was supplied with 
a list of matters lov conference as big as 
a Bhio-book, and anyone at all conversant 
with the magnitude and multifariousness 
of the Army's operations at the Anti- 
podes will readily understand this. 

The y\Uitrallan Continent.

etc. Then the oversight of the Army's 
missionary operations in .Tavii la vested 
in the Territorial leaders. 

The range of matters reciniring the 
General's attention would be, in the na- 
ture of things, very comprehensive ; and 
as almost every day, except those .spent 
on the way to and from New Zealand, 
was filled up with one or two, and some- 
times four, meetings, what time, the un- 
initiated may well ask, had the leaders 
lor the consideration of a budget which 
embraced ftucstions as diverse as a Land 
Colony and the educational curriculum 
of the Australian Cadet ; the legal "beax-- 
ing of the Army's open-air operations 
and the division of the districts ; Im- 
perial, Tci'ritorial, and Local Finance, 
and the purchase of new Social preni- 
ise.s ; the syistem of statistical returns 
and the matter of how to make some in- 
dustry for the employment of ex-eouvicts 
self-snnportiug. 

Tfie Cia-Betw«en. 

To this question Commissioner Pollard 
supplied, to a largo extent', the answer. 
He was the go-between. He represented 
I. H. Q. and the (leneral, was master of 
his brief and the devoted servant of the 
Commandant as well. In trains, steam- 
boats, street oars, ante-rooms, and rooma 
of various description, by day and often 
by night, and even at the meal-tuble, 
the Coiumaudnut and the GommisHiouer 
would thrash out their points, and when 
reguiriiig light, or not altogether seeing 
eye to eye, tliey would return to the 
General. Ou entering a meeting, how- 
ever, it woulcl be uudet.stood that all 
parties treated it as sacred ground. iNo 
business was discussed there. 

Both old hands in the war, both know- 
ing well their Australias, both unstinted 
in their veneration and love for their 
leaders, both well taught in the school of 
Salvationism, ami both practical men 
knowing the value of their opportuuity 
and arriving at decisions at the least 
possible consumption of time. Com- 
mandant Herbert Booth and Oommis- 
sioner Pollnrd earned the satisfaction 
that a vast amount of business was 
done behind the scenes to the satisfac- 
tion of the General, and, we believe, the 
benefit of all the Colonies. 

Next week we shall take our readers 
upon a journey round the Social opera- 
tion of Australasia.

An Assyrian family, consisting of mo- 
ther and three children, were travelling 
across the world to join the husband 
and father in the United States, when the 
mother died at Beyrout, on the coast of 
Palestine. The children— a lad of eigh- 
teen years of age, another eight years, 
and a little girl of two years — anxi6us 
to reach their father, took ship to Mar- 
seilles, but, unable to find a ship there 
bound for North America, they came ou 
to London and stayed at a foreigners' 
hotel in the West-end, their board and 
lodging costing them ten shillings a day. 
The eldest lad, finding that his money 
was running out, left the hotel and tried 
to get cheaper lodgings. 

But Without Success, 

After the three helpless creatures had 
been turned away from one door after 
another, sometimes in pouring rain, some 
sensible person recommended them to go 
to the Salvation Army. In the cour.s.. 
of their wanderings, they found their way 
to the Harbor, in Stanhope Street, a 
place that a httle, committee of the Lon- 
don County Council endeavored to close. 
The Assyrian lad was a Christian, 
could speak English well, and understood 
the meaning of the word salvation. His 
oriental temperament, combined with his 
Christian experience, couldn't be held in 
check when he saw

above the door of this institution. His 
enthusiasm and joy was simply great. 
Capt. White, the officer in charge, too. 
care of the wanderers at once. The 
little girl was taken home by Mrs. 
White, whilst the two lads remained bM 
the Harbor. They stayed three weeks 
with the Army. In the meantime the 
father in America was written to. lie 
is a. prosperous merchant there, and he 
quickly sent his children sufflcient money 
to pay their debts* and their fares to 
America, for which country they sailed 
last Thursday. During their stay with 
the Army they lodged and boarded at a 
cost of nine shillings a week lor the 
three— a great difference to ten shillings 
a day in the West-end hotel. They felt 
full of gratitude and thanks to the Army 
for its friendship and help in the hour of 
need. . ,

BEING MORE OR LESS A REPORT OF THE GERMAN 

CAMPAIGN, 



BERLIN. 

October SOlli. 

I am safe here, and have found Com- 
missioner McKie and Lieut.-Colonel 
Junker, my faithful translator, and 
everybody else, well, in good spirits and 
high expectations for the week's cam- 
paign. 

I find that we have ninety-eight corps 
and over three hundred officers in Ger- 
many, heing an increase of eighteen corps 
and fifty-nine officers since my last visit, 
a year ago. Twenty-two of the corps 
are in BerHn. There have heen sub- 
stantial advances also in every other 
department of the war. But, while what 
has been done during the last few years 
is gratifying and calls for praise and 
thanksgiving to God, I cannot help feel- 
ing that it is as nothing compared with 
the work that lies directly ahead. The 
difficulties that had to be surmounted 
before the present position could have 
been reached have been enormous. At 
one time they appeared insurmountable, 
but, thank God, dogged perseverance o" 
the part of the brave Commissioner and 
his comrades in "doing the Salvation 
Army" has enabled him to carry tlie 
work commenced by Commissioner Rail- 
ton to its present position. Now for f a^ 
mightier things, my beloved Commis- 
sioner, very much mightier things. 

MONDAY'S BEGINNING. 

Monday, 30t.h. 

The first night was superb. I never 
commenced a campaign with brighter 
promise in my life. The Germania Hall, 
where we are to have seven of our meet 
ings, is one of the largest and by far 
the most suitable for the purposes of 
the Army I have as yet occupied in the 
city. It seats 1,500 people, nearly allT> 
the ground floor, is lofty, and when 
crowded, as it was last night, is good for 
talking. 

The audience was a mixed one, re- 
presenting all classes and being fully 
one-half men. They gave me a heart- 
and affectionate greeting as I stepped 
on to the platform, and then, under the 
leadership of the Commissioner, set to 
work to sing ; 

"We're travelling home to heaven above, 
Will you go ?" 

A few friendly words of welcome were 
spoken by the Commissioner, heartily 
endorsed by the audience, and then it 
was my tiirn. What must I say ? I 
miiat confess to feeling that T Imd 
difllcnlt task. To stand before an aud- 
ience for the first time is always no little 
trial to my nerves, but it is doubly so 
when I Iiave to speak through a traup 
lator to the people of another tongue. 

The German, as a critic, has alwavs 
appeared to me to he rather a formidable 
individual. There can he no que.^ition 
that he thinks for himself, is confident 
as to his own opinions, and is prepared'to 
argue if not to fight for them against all 
comers. It is equally certain that, taken 
generally, he is far from understandinr 
much less having any sympathy with, 
Salvntionism, either in doctrine or prac 

tice, . T . , J, J. 

In some countries I feel that my work 
is largely to push people up to acting out 
the convictions already formed. Here I 
feel I have largely to create the con- 
victions in the heart.s of my hearers as 
well as to persuade them to act upon 

Friendly, lifil*^ ™y audience certainly 
was being composed of Salvationists, 
soldiers and adherents ; the other half 
was unquestionably curious, and either 
iiidiflierent or severely critical. 

However, I cast myself on God, and 
went for the subject that came to my 
mind at the moment, which might be 
tocribed as "Salvation, _ full, present, 
and free •" that is, salvation on the spot, 
at that hour, and for everyone present, 
WHAT HAPPENED, 

God helped me. The word of the Lord 
vniriike fire amo^S ^^^ stubble, and al- 
thmifrh we had not any very striking 
manifestation of feeling while I talke_d, 
me deliberate and determined manner m 
Which six men rose and followed each 



other to the Mercy Seat within the first 
six minutes of the after-meeting was un- 
gainsayable evidence that the truth had 
caught on, and that we were safe for a 
good night. A total of forty-one crown- 
ed tlie blessed, thoughtful influences of 
the hour, and, full of gratitude for what 
had happened and expectant for further 
wonderful things, the meeting broke np 
with Hallelujah on many lips, and, bet- 
ter still, in many hearts, some of whom 
had never known Hallelujah before. 

Tuesday afternoon. 

We occupy the same hall during the 
week as we were in last night. We had 
atiout seven hundred people, to whom 
we spoke of Christ's power to makes 
fully-consecrated men and women victor- 
ious over every foe. Fifteen made 'ap- 
plication at the Mercy Seat for this 
wonderful power. They were mostly 
backsliders, or those who had never real- 
ized this wonderful gift. 

Nisht. 

The audience was larger than last 
night, and my people said it was of a 
superior character. There was certainly 
a larger proportion of men, and a good 
many of n more respectable class in 
society. However, we were full, with 
many more applicants for admission than 
■ could be met. All were attentive. The 
talking, so far as my own feelings went, 
was difflcnlt ; but I was able to vindi- 
cate the ways of God to man, and to 
confirm, and,. I hope, make plain, that 
the salvation or damnation of every sonl 
present was in his own power. I did 
not find it an easy task, but all agreed 
that a deep impression was made, and 
twenty-four responded to the invitation 
and came to the Mercy Seat. 

Some idea of the character of the 
audience of the._ night may . be gained 
from a few of the expressions gathered 
in the E-egistvation Koom, 

Here is a French lady, a teacher of 
languages, who, while testifying her be- 
lief that .Tesus saved her there and then, 
says, "I have never seen religion in this 
light before." 

Here is a gaudily-dressed girl who has 
been leading a life of shame, who, at- 
tracted to the meeting out of curiosity, 
has found the Saviour of the lost. 

Here is a mother who has bitterly per- 
secuted her daughter for months past for 
being a Salvationist, and that not only 
because she was a soldier but wanted 
to be au ofHoer. The latter had coaxed 
her mother to hear the General ; the 
truth has broken her heart to pieces, she 
has sought mercy from her God and 
forgiveness from her daughter, who will 
be an oflScer now. 

Wednesday, November 1st. 

My morning was devoted to writing. 
Oorrespondence necessarily takes up a 
large part of my time. Then, this 
dreadful war still sits upon my heart 
like a nightmare. I cannot .shut out o 
my mind^. the bewildering question,- 

MIGHT IT NOT HAVE BEEN 
AVOIDED? 

Could not some way out of the difficulty 
have been found without this cruel con- 
flict ? Just before I left London, my 
dear granddaughter, Catherine — God 
bless her !— who takes the deepest inter- 
est in the Naval and Military League, 
showed mo the photo of a iiumher of 
Leaguers, who were about to leave for 
the Oape. That picture made me sad 
for twenty-four hours, and the wild ru- 
mors that reach me in the intervals of 
my own fighting keep up the agitation. 

(Note.— News from Major Allen, of 
the N. and M. L., states that about 30 
of our Leaguers are either killed, 
wounded, or prisoners.— Ed.) 

I feel like a father with a divided 
household. My children are on both 
sides, WHOEYER WINS, I LOSE. 
If reports say that the Boers are to the 
front, then I say, "Oh, my poor Lea- 
guers !" and busy imagination pictures 
them dead and bleeding on the mountain 
side ; and if the other side is victorious, 
then I say, "Oh, my poor, Boers !" and 
up , cornea a vision of lone farm houses, 
and the weeping widows, and the or- 
phaned children, and the desolate 



fields left unploughed, unsown, and un- 
reaped ; or ploughed, and sown, and 
reaped by stranger hands. 

Oh, war, war, war ! What a cruel, 
inhuman thing is war ! 

Afternoon. 

We had more people, better influences 
and twenty-two at the Mercy Seat. It 
was a good meeting. 

Night. 

The audience was again larger, and, 
alas ! hundreds had to be turned away 
We are evidently taking hold of a large 
section of the city. The Germania looks 
well to-night. I should think thiit again 
over two-thirds of the audience were ■ 
men, and quite a number of these men 
were Jews. They say it is quite a sight 
at the doors to sec the crowd come 
rushing up, nearly every man having a 
cigar in his mouth. Out they have to 
go. Accustomed as the - German is to 
smoke at almost every public assembly 
he takes part in, no one thinks of coming 
ing into a Heils-Armee gathering smok- 
ing. 

The truth to-night was mighty, and, 
weakened though it must have been by 
the translation, every sentence was like 
a winged arrow that seemed to strike 
and pierce the hearts of the crowd. My 
aim was to make every man feel that 
the personal obligation of accepting or 
rejecting Jesus Christ, with all the tre- 
mendous consequences that follow, was 
on his individual heart. I believe I 
very largely succeeded. Anyway, I 
made the men and women look at 1he 
Saviour before they again said, " We 
won't have this man to reign over us." 

Thursday. 

Two officers' meetings claimed the 
morning and afternoon of the day. I 
rose feeling far more weary than I did 
on retiring last night, although I did not 
put my papers away till fully midnight. 
This morning my correspondence had to 
be hurried through, and by ten o'clock T 
was face to face with two hundred offi- 
cers. Those whose posts were at long 
distances were not with us on that ac- 
count. 

We had good meetings. I think I see 
a great advance in the officers. It would 
be a pity if the devotion and sacrificr 
shown on their account by their superio- 
officers did not reveal such improvement.. 

THE NIGHT MEEi ING. 

More people than ever— that is, not 
only had we a little tighter pack in the 
Germania itself, but greater numbers 
were turned away from the doors. 
Byerybody is saying, "Oh, General, if 
you could only stay and go on at thi? 
rate a little longer, whatever would 
happen 7" Well, I believe someth'ng 
very remarkable indeed would transpire. 
It is blow upon blow that does the busi- 
ness. If you want to break the flint, 
keep on hitting it, turning it over all the 
time, and hitting it in a fresh place. 
You are bound to find the vulnerable 
vein, and to pieces it will go. It is even 
BO with the human heart, if one argu- 
ment does not avail, try another and an- 
other, and you will succeed. I do not 
say it will always be so with men and 
women, for, alas ! hearts have power 
to take themselves out of hearing and 
come back again no more. JDoubtless 
many do. 

"That is a beautiful young fellow," 
said, as an intellectual young man was 
brought to the front to-night with deter- 
mination stamped on every lineament of 
his countenance. " Oh," said Major 
Triete, "he was nearly saved last night. 
I had a long go with him, but he would 
. not yield. He came again, however, and 
a few more blows broke his heart." 

I had another mighty time. "My theme 
was, "Ready to die." The devil, or 
someone strangely like him, kept on 
whispering to rne before I rose, "That 
subject is not 'fitted to the German 
mind." "All right, then," I said, "I will 
try and make it match the German 
heart." People don't often tell me wha( 
they think of my talking. Perhaps V 
don't encourage them ; but I heard 
more about the suitability of that ad- 
dress to the German character than I 
have done about any other I have ever 
given in the country. What we are 
always saying is everywhere true ; hu- 
man nature is a given quantity the world 
over. Hearts, and even circumstances, 
are very much alike, and the truth of 
God fits them all. 

A good start was again made in the 
after-meeting by a . man and his wife 
walking out together to the Mercy Seat 
It produced a great eHect. It did on 
me. 

The. total for the night was forty-one 

Friday morning. 
I had another beautiful and, I Jbope, 
useful meeting with the officers. It was

Yes, horrible cuough, I wag 
reasoning with a young lady the otlier 
day— a teaohor in one of our public 
sehools— on the folly, and danger, and 
sill of reading books that "O'ere far from 
being elevating iu their tone aud teach- 
ing. In fact, tliey were demoralizin.s;, 
and impure, and destruutiv e to th? 
mind and soul. She re.sciited my kind 
counsels and eritidsms, and I think she 
got a littl(> mad, not with her.selt, uor 
the books she was so enamored with, 
hilt with iiie, because I deiionueed those 
books that were much moi-e precious to 
her than God's book. She isaid that it 
was not right for me to pick out every- 
thing that was bad in a book, aud de- 
fended her.self by saying that there were 
had things iu the BiWe. It was a willin,^ 
or au unwilling admission on her part 
that there was poison of the rankest 
kiud in the books that she was so fas- 
cinated with that she would stay at 
homo all day on the Sabbath to deTonr, 
instead of going to ehm-eh to hear au 
evnugelical sermon and to listen to the 
melodious songs of Zion. 

Curss In Books. 

There Is a cur.se iu a bad book ; 
and cursed is every one who reads a 
iilthy book or paper. The impure, the 
profane, the sceptical, corrupt by their 
writings those wlio read their works 
long after they have gone to their ac- 
couuts. How many have been defiled 
and corrupted, and poisoned in mind 
and soul by vile literature. What a ter- 
rible retribution awaits those who have 
written against God, against the Bible, 
against the teachings of Christianity and 
of Christ Himself ! What a retrilration 
awaits the writers of what is calleii 
yellow-colored literature — whether in 
books, or magazines, or newspapers. 
They defile and drag down to the pit 
young men and women by the hundreds 
and the thousands, by their corrupt writ- 
ings, and what a warning to young men 
— aye, and to young women— not to touch 
what pollutes by its touch intellect and 
soul. Yon cannot handle pitch without 
defiling youv hand.s. But outward de- 
filement may be washed away aud re- 
moved, while no soap or nitre can wasli 
out the dark stain.s that corrupt I'.terature 
leaves upou the soul. Nothing hut the 
Blood wliich spealvcth better things than 
the blood of Abel, can wash awaj' the 
filth of sin. Then, what excuse' is there 
for reading impure, immoral, corrupting, 
damning, bad books, when good books ar. 
so cheap, instructive, interesting and 
soul-in.spiring ? Good books on history, 
biography, travel, poetry, geography, 
astronomy, science, and on every other 
Rubject. Read, but be sure you read th- 
best books on the best subjects, written 
by the best men .and women, for the best 
of purposes, aud you will ascend iu the 
scale of moral purity and worth, Christ 
ward, Godward, heavenward. If you 
have an immoral or impure book in your 
po.sses.siou, burn it before yon sleep. 

The Safest Literature. 

Keep close to yovir Bibl&— it is the young 
man's and the young woman's best guide 
through life to immortality. Let me say 
another word along this line of thought 
before I leave this lesson, which is si, . 
full of interest to the thonghtful, the 
pious, and the good. The heroine of oui 
lecture was right in the stand she tool- 
against reading novels and books of 
fiction. In the pulpit, on the platform, 
and through the press— especially through 



the religious press — she spoke against 
this evil of reading works of lii.tiou, 
which has been aud still is so injuriuii.s 
to the minds,' the morals, and the .souls 
of young men and wonieu. Tlie perusal 
of works of fiction by exciting the lui- 
aginatiou to an undue degree, while tlio 
other faculties of the miud have huidly 
any occupation given them, leaves, while 
the reading continues, the noblest of 
man's mental powers unemployed. The 
reasoning faculty has no task provided 
for it in works of fiction, and being thus 
left in a .state of disuse, the miud is in- 
jured to ii degree which is undesirable. 
Men are, by the practice against -whicli 
we write and spealc, made superficial in- 
stead of profound, shallow instead of 
deep, and timid instead of great. The 
study of mathematics aud mental phil- 
osophy, as well as the physical sciences, 
aud tlie reflective perusal of h'story, 
train, discipline and mature the rea.son- 
ing powers, preparing them to perform 
every serviceable work iu the mattcr.s 
pertaining to government, polities, social 
economy, and eveiT-day lite, while the 
reading of works of iictioa tends to malce 
its votaries desultory, and leads persons 
to read iiianj' things cnrsarily rather 
than to study anything deeply, a practice 
to which we tliink there is a great in- 
clination at the present time, and which 
practice is much fostered by the unilt'- 
phcity of works of fiction, aud the greed,\- 
perusal given them. The abundance 
of fiction contained in some of our per- 
iodicals, forms a temptation to many. 
The ma.iority of people now-a-days read 
much and think little. 'We do not dis- 
pute the fact that a certain degree ol' 
mental ability is displayed in many 
works of fiction ; but when we want to 
find the giants iu learning, we are neces- 
sitated to turn from tlie writers of fi.c- 
tion to those who have employed their 
reasoning powers rather than their pow- 
ers of fancy, from novelists to philoso- 
phers, luatheuiatioians, historians, as- 
trouoinevs and men of science. Amongst 



them we liud men such as Bacon, Drew, 
l.oeke, and Newton. Had all men given 
to their imaginalicm the scope given to it 
liy writers and I'cader.s ol' fiction, where 
would liave been our Newtiins, our 
HersL'hells, mu' Humphrey l>rews, our 
Onviers, and our Watts ? Aud iu wliat 
state would the seience.s of a.strononiy, 
chemistry, and lihysiology now have 
been ? Wliidi have yielded to them- 
selves, and to their fellowiuen, the great- 
est mental enjoyments aud benefits, aud 
been the greatest lienefactors to tin' 
world, our Diekenses, our Thackerays 
and Bulwers, or our Nowtons, Steplien- 
sous, Haniiltons, aud Alisons ? Kcho 
says the latter. The world would have 
been in a much better condition to-day 
intellectually, morally aud spiritually, but 
for the nasty works of fiction that have 
deluged almost every land. Thou, the 
perusal of works of iicliou euconrage.s 
persons of ability tn waste their time 
and talents on unworthy objc^ets. With 
the cessation of the demand for works 
of fiction the supply would cease, and 
men's powers would be diverted into 
other cluimiels, just as the thought and 
energy that was seventy-five years ago 
employed in the improvement of travel- 
ling on the common roads is now ein[j]o.y- 
ed iu railways. Thou, thi^ reading of 
works of fiction encourages the fabrica- 
tion of tales in other ways and for other 
purposes. It has a tendency to lead 
people 

To Glaze Over a BlacVc Lie. 

It makes the mind familiar 
with deception, craft and other 
di.shonorable practices. It sug 

g'ests ways that had never lieeu 
thought of for the acconiplishiug of that 
which is mean and base, and multiplies 
the means of wrong-doing. It points out 
how easily and undetectcdly evil may be 
effected, aud as the first eniployment of 
some snitalile poison by a murderer sug- 
gests the use of the same substance, so 
the reading of works of fiction, by their 
suggestions, contaminates and pollutes 
the miud. It is the glorification of false- 
hood. The multiplicity of such worlis at 
the pre.seut time, and the fact that a 
large nuniber of tlie readers of piulod- 
icals are dissatisfied with those serials 
unless they contain a large admixture oE 
fictiou, shows us the necessity of pro- 
testing the more strongly against the 
practice of reading such fallacious aud 
fictitious and corrupting books.

The Prophet Sanmel, acting as the 
agent of the Holy Ghost, snitl to Saul at 
the time he refused to obey God hi the 
utter destmctioii of the Amale- 
kites, " When thou wast little 
in tliiue own sight thou wast 
made the head of the tribes of Is- 
rael, aud the Lord anointed thee King 
over Israel, aud sent tliee ou a journey." 
How many thousauda of cases 'do these 
words fit to-day almost as perfectly as 
they lifted Saul. Not only to he httle, 
but to he little in ouv own sight, is the 
secret thing that tells with God, and that 
draws us to do some signal service for 
His glory. Ileal humility of spirit is 
the greatest requisite in the universe for 
solid aud continual usefulness to God. 

What vast multitudes of GInastians, 
gifted preachers, talented church mem- 
bers, professing Christians with great 
capabilitie.s, are utterly failing to secure 
their place in the Kingdom of Cln-ist for 
lack of humility and perfect obedience. 
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THE GIfT Of IHE SPIRIT. 



Acts ii. 1-13. 

Between the events referred to in our 
last lesson and the present subject some 
time has elapsed. The intervening 
weelis have been full of importance to 
the Eleven. The Ascension has left them 
without the per.sonal presence of the 
One Who has claimed their service and 
affection, dii'ccted their life's ambition, 
aud transformed their characters. But 
they are not left without hope. The'r 
feelings are altogether different from 
those which possessed them after Gal- 
vary. The glory of the Eesnrrection is 
undimmed and the wondrous manifest- 
ation which attended the return of their 
Resurrected Lord to the skies have left 
the horiKon of their desolate present 
bright with a future promise. 

The foreshadowing of a mighty life- 
work was upon them. They yet dimly 
understood of what the Saviour had 
spoken when He committed His own 
mission into their hands, and prepared 
them for the path of persecution which 
they must tread. They were both ignor- 
ant and impotent, and as yet had not 
the ability to fviliil the task to which 
their hearts were already obedient. For 
those men possessed the two groat es- 
sential for hieasers of mankind, viz., sub- 
missive hearts, aud spirits that were 
ready for any post to which the love of 
God should send them. This character 
God delights to perfect, equip, and hon- 
or.— Without it all natural gifts go for 
nothing. ' ^^ - ■ _ 

But God was not going- to souii them 
forth thus feeble to meet the mightiest 
forces of miud, power and skill whidi 



hell could form against them. Some of 
them wore destined to declare the truth 
of God before kings, some to sway the 
understanding of the wisest of their day, 
some to stagger the power of law and 
. force with the unparalleled unction of 
their words, and to do it in their own 
strength was impossi])le. But with the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, the weak became 
strong, and the hitherto frail sufficient 
to the demand of their tremenilons mis- 
sion. 

The gift of the Spirit was according 
to the promise of the Saviour, but the 
disciples did not receive it without strict 
adherence to , the directions which had 
been previously given. There is no doubt 
hut that God is as abundantly -willing 
to vouchsafe this greatest of all bestow- 
als upon His children to-day, but ab- 
solutely ou conditions that they fulfil His 
will first. ■ The Ploly Spirit has 
never yet hccu the Guest of a disobed- 
ient heart. 

The reality of their blessing was 
proved straightway. With their tongue 
they began to preach the Gospel in every 
language necessary to make themselves 
understood by the cosmopolitan crowd 
assembled in .Teru.salem at that time. 
In their day linguistic abilities were a 
far rarer accomplishment than they are 
to-day, and the sudden knowledge of 
these rough men produced a profound 
sensation. Following their astonishment 
uteu began fto mock, attributing the 
Apostles' power to some drunken liglit- 
hendedness, but they were impressed all 
the same. When men are ronlly endued 
with a Pentecostal baptism, the world 
always knows about it. Persecution 
may be one. evidence of its attracted at- 
iention aud aroused conviction. 
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It is not so much the open and recog- 
nized failures as it is the imperceptible 
ffliluros re.sulting from pride of position, 
pride of gifts, self-seeking, the refined 
forms of pride that covers itself M'ith 
forms of religion, that is causing a great 
many to lose their crowns and be re- 
jected from the rank of kings when 
Jesns comes. There was a time when 
tlie most of those people, both in pnlpit 
and pew, were little ; little in their owu 
eyes, some of them very little as to 
family, or blood, or wealth, or position, 
bnt the very favors of God liave turued 
their heads, and tliey have unconsciously 
drifted far out ou the dark sea of am- 
bition or self-seeking, and though they 
are not yet publicly wrecked, they will 
likely be buried with m.my plaudits and 
flowers, ,yet the shore of eternity will be 
strewn \\'ith their dismantled barks. 

What were the facts about Saul's hu- 
mility, and in what way was it shown ? 
for these will suit us jnst as well as 
they suited him. 

He was Obedient. 

I. He was a young mau of plain, hum- 
ble toil, obeying his father ; and when 
he went to seek the lost asses he 
searched diUgently the whole country. 
God never chooses a lazy person to do 
any service for Him. There is some 
difference between idleness aud laziness. 
There are persons who, from various 
causes, are idle who have capabilities of 
work, though idleness is a great occasion 
for sin. Laziness is worse than idleness, 
and one of the most incorrigible vices in 
the world. In the Gospel .Jesus does 
invite those who "have been standing 
all day idle," but there is no instance 
recorded -where He ever called a lazy 
person. As the chameleon will change 
its color to that of whatever it crawls 
upon, so pride can adapt itself to every 
condition of life, from rags to royalty, 
and lasiiness or idleness can be tiie hot 
beds of pride. Saul was industrious 
and obedient to his parents, and these 
are old-fashioned fundamental virtues 
without which neither God nor man ex- 
pect ,to see much character built up. 
God builds supernatural spiritual char- 
acter on a base of natural gifts aud 
qualities. He who is too proud to do 
plain, humble work, will never have any- 
thing higli or great to do. God will put 
lis to a test many a time wheu we are 
not aware of it, by giving us some plain, 
ordinary work to do, just as ordinary as 
scouring the woods to find lo.st asse.s, 
and then He will watch us to see how we 
do it before giving us a higher service, 

He Soug-ht Advice. 

II. The next instance of Saul's hu- 
mility was that of consulting the Prophet 
for providential direction. After exhaust- 
ing his ability to accomplish his father's 
mission, he decided to visit the man of 
God, to get information from the Lord. 
This proves that he had implicit and 
unquestioning faith in the divine in- 
spiratio;i of the Prophet Samuel, aud iil 
the special providence of God extending 
into temporal matters and the smallest 
concerns of every day life. It is a 
proof of humility to recognize the hand 
of God in every little detail of our lives, 
even to the smallest things ; and we 
honor God by trusting I-Iim and asking 
for His guidance, and recognizing I-Iis 
persoual care for us in the very littlest 
affairs of life. In those olden times 
God's ProiJhet was the practical ex- 
pression of the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit, and Saul was wiUing to seek 
God's help and special leading in his 
daUy toil. It is amazing how many 
ministers and professing Christians in 
these times, tlu'Ough pride of heart, ut- 
terly deny the infinitesimal providences 
of God in temporal affairs,

THE WAR TO DATE, 



A Serious Situation. 



First Despatch from Our CapeTown 
War Correspondent. 

Wv iR'od till' priiyurs of ever}' comrade 
just now. Tlie nresout imrest and teu- 
siou are liliiyiug 

Sad Havoc with Christian Work 
gouofully ill South Africa, tind our own 
operutious are Ijeiue seriously crippleil, 
as may ivoll l)e imagined by those in the 
Old Country, who, through the medium 
of the inihlie Press, ure posted up in the 
critical condition oC affairs— ahominalily 
oxaggeriitoJ, however, as are some of the 
cables flashed across from England, and 
vice versa. As a matter of fact, for a 
cousideraI)le time past a simmering per- 
iod of depression, disorder, and general 
uncertainty and dissatisfaction has set 
in. Aud this has heen by no means 
confined to the Transvaal, but has been 
felt move or less throughout the counti-y, 
aud especially in the more important 
couimereifil centres, BHch as Cape Townv 
Port Elizabeth, and East Loudon, where 
the Army pre-eminently commands the 
sympathy and support of all classes, and 
where we have made vast strides undei 
various leaders. 

But it is on the Randt and in the 
Orange Free State where, at present, we 
arc suffering most. For some years a' 
glorious work has been accomplished by 
the Salvation Army, in the uame of thi 
world's Kedeemer, both in the South 
African Eepuhlic aud in the Orange 
Free State. Johannesburg I., Fordsburg 
and ,Teppe'a I. have been essentially 
British corps with their strong Cornish 
mining element, aud the same may al- 
most be said of Kroonstad, in the small- 
er State, and one or two second-grade 
corps. Others are more Dutch in char- 
acter, but throughout the Northern Div- 
ision, now couuuanded by Major Swain, 
an old British officer, a blessed unity o' 
feeling has existed among our comrades, 
and many have been the triumphs 
through the precious Blood. 

Political unro.st and commercial stag- 
nation have, however, had 

A Most Disastrous Effect 

upon our ranks, and constant mji^'ations 
h.ave seriously handicapped our efforts. 
Moreover, oiu' finances have been affect- 
ed to no small degree, more particularly 
during the past few weeks. Refugees 
have been pouring into Cape Town from 
Johannesburg, Pretoria, and other 
northern centres by the thousand, aud 
among them are some of our best and 
most devoted soldiers. 

The result is that the majority 'of the 
Ilandt and Orange Free State corps ar 
becoming absolutely depleted, and our 
operations iu some directions have had to 
be suspended compulsorily. 

Di,>itriets which only n short time ago 
wore full of life and activity, are uow 
almost depopulated, and business is prac- 
tically at a standstill. Only those who 
are actually on the spot can realize hov 
deplorable is the present condition of 
things from every human standpoint. 

The sale of the War Cry and Army 
literature generally in these districts for 
the nonce is stopped, and thus our offi- 
cers are deprived of one important source 
of revenue.

no collections. Our officers, both Dutch 
aud British, laboring in perfect love and 
harmony side by side iu the great salva- 
tion cause, have displayed an amount of 
loyalty and devotion that is well worthy 
of record, and are ready to suffer, and 
if needs be, to die in the discharge oi' 
their duties, Their position, as I write 
IS acute indeed. They are as prepared to 
fight as over ; but meetings, both open- 
air and indoor, are out of the question 
But they must live, and we cannot allow 
them to suffer hunger. 

Major and Mrs. Swain, and the olBcer- 
of the Transvaal and Orange Free Stat • 
Division, are sticking to their posts,, ex- 
cept in a few special cases in which it. 
has been deemed advisable to bring out 
the C. O's, The Major's post to-day is 
one of some auxiety. Already he has 
been compelled to apply to Headquar- 



ters for supplies, and in some form or 
other his needs will have to be met. Hi; 
object is to lay in a. store of provisions 
to meet every emergency. Any day we 
may hear of comnumicatiou being cut 
off, and our northern comrades will then 
have to undergo 

All the Stern Privations of War 

for iierhaps months to come. 

It is understood that in the event of 
hostilities some of our officers take tt 
field for special duty among the wounde 
aud general spiritual work, and the 
Transvaal authorities have promised 
them every protection. There will li 
uo staudiug still. The Salvation Army 
will go on, whatever happens. 

There is oue aspect of tlie future that 
I would specially deal with for a mo- 
ment. Long before the scare much d 
tress existed in and about Cape Town, 
as well fis in Johannesburg and other 
great commercinl centres. Our Social 
Wing has dealt energetically and well 
with this matter, and the Press has bold- 
ly championed our efforts and commend- 
ed them to the sympathy nud support of 
the public. The distress continues, and 
is likely to be vastly increased in the 
near future. So far as Gape Colony, 
Natal, and even the Transvaal, are con- 
cerned, there is certain to be an enor- 
mous amount of poverty before many 
weeks have gone over our bends if war 
actually breaks out. Take 

The fVIlnlnff Fraternity Alone : 

In Cape Town at the present time there 
are said to be at least ten thousand 
miners, with their wives and families, 
among the refugees. Many of these will 
probably be returning to British shores, 
but_ a great proportion will remain. The 
majority have aocnmulnted a. little 
money, perhaps— though nearly all have 
had to desert their homes— but, in many 
instances, their savings wilt quickly be 
exhausted, and what then ? I mention 
this especially because it concerns soine 
of our own comrades. There are others 
in like unfortunate circumstances at 
Port Bliznbeth, Ea,st London, and Dur- 
ban. The subject is oue with which the 
new leader.^ Couiniissioner Kilbey, will 
shortly have to deal in all serious- 
ness. The outlook is black indeed. 

While the above paragraph was being 
written, two well-known comrades of the 
Transvaal, tlie Treasurer aud Secretary 
of Johannesburg I,, who are refugees, 
called at the Editorial Oflice, They 
bring a most pitiful tale direct from the 
Randt, One of these, who has worked 
hard at one of the mines for many years, 
had become possessed of house property 
to the value of over £1,000, He occupied 
one of his own houses, and on Wednes- 
day last 

Turned the Key of the Front D oor, 

and, with his wife, took a hasty depart- 
ure, -nath the expectation that he has 
seen the last of his possessions. By this 
time, probably, his house and furniture 
have been, either "commandeered" or il- 
legally seized by some irresponsible 
party. (This is but one of many similar 
cases that might be recorded.) These 
comt-ades inform us that everybody is 
fast clearing .out of Johannesburg, and 
that, so far as No. I. is concerned, only 
one soldier remains, Jeppe's I, and 
Fordaburg ^re almost equally afCected, 
But ,1 must close this week's letter 
with the promise to send more inform- 
ation by the, next mail, I have written 
snflicieut, I feel, to gain the sympathy 
and prayers of our comrades. Amid all 
these dark surroundings, God lives, and 
we are full of faith. Sooner or later we 
shall emerge from the darkness, and the" 
dear Army will yet accomplish , mighty 
tilings in South Afi-ica, including the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State- 
under its new leader. In Oape Colony

amid mauy obstacles, and our officers 
and soldiers are full of enthusiasm.

From the battlefield of South Africa 
httle uews has been received. There 
have beeu skirmishes and some desper- 
ate fights, which have shown pluck and 
heroism on both sides, and which have 
resulted in the loss of hundreds iu dead 
aud wounded to both Boer and Briton, 
but no decisive battle has been fouglii 
yet. When it will come the loss of life 
will he appalling. 

The Boers have surrounded General 
White's forces at Ladysmith and cut off 
railway connection, Ladysmith has been 
heavily bombarded on several occasions, 
but apparently little damage has beeu 
caused, and it is hoped that General 
White will be able to hold out until reliel 
is sent him from Durban, where nearh- 
S.OOO men and artillery have beeu landed 
recently, Mafeking and Kimberley are 
also surrounded by Boer forces and suf- 
fer occasional bombardment, but there 
seems to be uo likelihood of either place 
surrendering. It appears that General 
Buller, the commander-in-chief of the 
British forces, is determined not to risk 
doubtful engagements until his force» 
are in a position to push forward with 
every prospect of consecutive success 
and every arrangement made for a. con- 
tinuous supply of provisions, fodder, hos- 
pital supplies and outfits, etc. Taking 
all things into consideration, the war 
promises to be drawn out for many 
mouths yet. Let us pray that this will 
not bo the case, but that peace negotia 
tioiis may soon be begun.

L— THE ANCIENT GREEKS 



CHAPTER XVIII. 
THE DIVISION OF A CREAT EMPII{E. 

When the news of Alexander's death 
reached Greece, the Athenians, who al 
ways had hated tlie Macedonian yolre, 
were anxious to free themselves. Phocioii' 
couuselled deliberation, but the Athen- 
ians, in league with the Thessnhans and 
others, mustered their army and went 
against Macedon, under the command of 
Leosthenes, to whom Phocion had said, 
'Your speeches are like cypress trees- 
stately and lofty, but bearing no fruit." 
Leosthenes, however, defeated the Mac- 
edonians at Lamia, but was killed him- 
self by a stone from the walls. At the 
same time some Macedonian troops came 
home from the East to swell the army, 
and the Athenians were bea.tcn by sea 
twice, compelled each of the allied 
Greek cities to make peace for itself. 
The Macedonians made peace on condi- 
tion that those G-reeks who had favored 
and conselled the rebelliou should he 
delivered up, Demosthenes and his 
friends fled from Athens and took refuge 
m Temples ; but the Macedonians hired 
ruffians, called exile-hunters, who did 
not respect the sanctity of the Temples, 
and murdered these refugees, Demos- 
thenes being cunningly poisoned, 

Athens was now completely subdued. 
Phocion managed its affairs well and 
unselfishly. He "would never take bribe 
or reward. 

At the death of Alexander his young- 
er brother, rather weak-minded,' and his 
'JL^^it son, were proclaimed Kings of 
Macedon and, Shahs of Per.sia, and f our 
giiardians were appointed over them, 
who -were the actual rulers. 
_Autipater, who had been ruling iu 
Macedon and over the tributary Greeks, 
died soon after that, and his son Oa.s- 
sander expected to take the government, 
hut to his surprise foimd that his father 
had appointed the old General Poly- 
sperchon in his stead, A war ensued 
and Cassander's friends toot possession 
of the Piraeus to hold it for him. Phocis 
and his friends were accused of having 
advised this aud were obliged to flee. 
Polysperchon made them prisoners in a 
village and sought to please the Athen- 
ians by sending the prisoners to be tried 
by them. The mob, without defence, 
sentenced tliem to die by taking hem- 
lock. When Phocion was asked for a. 
message for his son, ho said, "Only that 
he bare no malice against Athens," 

phocion is called the IfliSt' of the 
A.theniaus. The city was henceforth 
garrisoned by Macedonians, although it 
remained a seat of learning to which 
inipils streamed froip all parts of the 
compass.

When, owing to the unfaithfulness ot 
the first Army leader sent to Jamaica, 
the General withdrew his forces from 
the Island, in 1892, Mr. Phillips gathered 
up the scattered Salvationists, and led 
them to a victory that was more re- 
markable on account of the state of 
public opinion at the tiuie. This unre- 
cognized work was known as the "Sal- 
vation Army in Jamaica," and when 
handed over to the General three and a- 
httlf years afterwards, consisted of 6,000 
soldiers, SO officers, about 100 stat'.ons, 
and probably 2O0 drums. On Mr. Phil- 
lips' short visit to England at this time, 
ho was made Adjutant, and A. D. C. to 
Major Oookc. 

Owing to the extreme poverty of the 
work in Jainaica, the Adjutant supports 
himself and family (somewhat against 
his wishes) by following the practice of 
Ms profession. He is the author of up- 
wards of a dozen salvation songs, pul3- 
lished in the Musical Salvationist, and is 
a frequent contributor to Army pubLca- 
tions. He has been now enrolled as a 
regular contributor to the Canadian War 
Cry.
